They are liable to take place at 
any time and are due to a shrink- 
age of a portion of the interior of 
the earth with the outer layers try- 
ing to adjust themselves. _ That 
the tremors were felt in western 
Ohio and eastern Indiana make it 
seem, probable that the adjustment 
on this occasion took place along 
the fault liae which begins near 
WaterviUe, O. and extends south- 
ward through that part of the 
state. 
- This line of fault passes near 
Eima and Fmdlay and in Adams- 
is:? becomes a break which has been 
rtltev scene ^»f numerous 
adjust- 
i«|gis ^n the past The same-line 
has:been traced down into central 
Kentucky, where it adjoins the 
"Larue" fault 
of western Ken- 
tucky. 


No disturbances In Ohio ever are 


likely to be at all serious as the 
granite rock underlying this strata 
has become cool. The lower strata 
are approximately 3,000 feet below 
the earth's surface in the western 
part of the state. The tremor of 
last .night may have developed a 
break either near the ground-level 
or at the lower strata. The change 
probably was limited to a few 
inches, and it is hardly likely if 
any streams were affected or any 
noticeable changes made on the 
surface.

Four major subjects—prohibi- 


tion, unemployment relief and na- 
tional defense, aside from the 
bonus question—agitated the vet- 
erans ,as legion officials sought 
to allay all opposition to policies 
of the Hoover administration. It 
was reported the president nad 
been assured the convention would 
not ask for full cash payment of 
the bonus before he decided to be 
its guest. 
The prohibition issue, 


though .was fall of dynamite and 
every indication pointed to a "fin- 
ish fight" on the floor of the con- 
vention. 


ISSUE IS SETTLED 


The bonus issue was settled, one 


high, legion official told Interna- 
tional News Service, by an agree- . 
me&t among convention leaders to 
accept a redrafted "Kansas resol- 
ution." declaring against immediate 
cash payments. This resolution, 
adopted by the home department 
of National Commander Ralph T. 
O'Neil would put the legion on re- 
cord as declaring the bonus should 
have been paid in fun when first 
enacted but that after all, the le- 
gion's first duty is to the govern- 
ment. It would declare that, be- 
cause the treasury is depleted and

WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.—Pres- 


sure upon President Hoover to 
modify his bone-dry attitude—to i 
the extent of i ecominending 3 per

RURAL SCHOOLS, REPORT SAYS 


The small rural high school trails 


far behind the big city sister High 
school m its contribution to edu- 
cation, according to a recent bul- 
letin of the Federal Office of Edu- 
cation. More than 14,000 rural 
high schools of 250 enrollment or 
less were studied for the report, 
which found the spread of weak \ \y qualified; 
secondary schools in country re- 
gions actually delaying the prog- 
ress toward better educational ad- 
vantages in the United States. 


Since the World War the idea of 


teacher can be a specialist in his 
subject, the Office of Education 
study, "The Smallness of Ameri- 
ca's Rural High Schools" by Wal- 
ter H. Gaumnitz, rural school spe- 
cialist, points out. He may be in- 
structor in a dozen differene sub-

stro y ed, sho wing cracks o r areas o f 
ro ughness which allo w the decay to 
enter the deeper parts and to permit 
infectio n. 
To keep the enamel in pro per co n­ 
ditio n, it is impo rtant that the diet 
sho uld co ntain sufficient lime, pho s­

elements. 
There sho uld be plenty o f substances 
y ielding v itamin D. This assists In 
the gro wth o f the teeth, and insures 
stro ng bo ne dev elo pment.

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Th e small rural h igh sch ool t rails 
far beh ind th e big city sister h igh 
sch ool in its contribution to edu­ 
cation, according to a recent bul­ 
letin of th e Federal Office of Edu­ 
cation. 
More th an 14,000 
rural 
h igh sch ools of 250 enrollment or 
less were studied for th e rep ort, 
wh ich found th e sp read of weak 
secondary sch ools in country re­ 
gions actually delaying th e p rog­ 
ress toward better educational ad 
vantages in th e United States. 
Since th e World War th e idea of 
a h igh sch ool training for all of th e 
country’s ch ildren 
h as 
been 
so 
th orough ly "sold” to rural taxp ay­ 
ers th at a multitude of small h igh 
sch ools h ave sp rung up in sp arsely 
settled regions—many with 30 to 
50 p up ils and with as few as two 
teach ers. 
Many of th ese institu­ 
tions, lacking any intelligent p lan 
of wh at a rural h igh sch ool sh ould 
h e, are very p oor imitations of th e 
great city sch ools with a h undred 
times as many students and with 
elaborate equip ment.

Fruit butters, they say, are made 


by cooking fruit pulp with sugar 
until a mixture of a. consistency 
suitable for spreading is formed. 
In general the fruit is cooked un- 
til tender, rubbed througha colan- 
der or sieve ,to remove all skins, 
seeds and cores, and cooked with 
sugar. From one-third to one-half 
as much sugar as pulp is usually 
used, depending upon the degree of 
sweetness desired. 


Butters require frequent stirring 


to prevent burning. Quick cook- 
ing gives a clearer product. Some- 
times a combination of the pulp 
of more than one fruit gives a bet- 
ter flavor than where one fruit

Pear butter is made in much the 


same way as is peach butter, ex- 
cept the pears need not be peeled 
and cored, but are cooked and run 
through a sieve.

Pnm ed twigs, he states, sho uld 
1 be carried fro m the o rchard and 
burned.
